Vll. — Bdsava Purdna. 

An account of the origin of the Ling,ayei, Janga^ 
ma or Vira Saiva sect, characterised by wearing 
the emblem of Siva round their necks^ or on their 
foreheads. According to the followers of this faith, 
which prevails very extensively in the Dekhin, Bds^ 
wa, Bdsava, Bdswana or Bdswapa or Bdsavappa, 
different modes of writing hid name, only restored 
this religion, and did not invent it. This person, it 
is said, \Vbs the son. of Mddiga ray a a Brahman, 
and Aladevf, written also Madala arasu and Mak^ 
dmbd, \\\\\^h\i^iii^ oi Hinguleswar Parvali Agra- 
hdram on the west of Sri Saila, and both, devout 
worshippers of Siva. In recompense of their pie- 
tv, Nandi [hehuWoi Siva was born on earth, as their 
son, becoming incarnate by command of Siva^ on 
bis learning from Ndreda the decline of the Saiva 
faiih, and prevalence of other less orthodox systems 
of religion. The child was denominated after the 
Baswa or Bdsava the bull of the deity. On his ar- 
riving at the age of investiture he refused toassume 
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the thread ordinarily worn by Brahmans, or toae- 
knouledg-e any Guru except Iswara or Siva, He 
then departed lo the town of Kalydn, the capital 
of Bijala or Vijala Rdi/a and obtained in marriage 
Gangdmbd the daughter of the Dandandif^k, or 
minister of police. From thence, he repaired to San^ 
gameswaray where he received from Sangamestoa^ 
ra Swdmi, initiation into tlie tenets of the Vira 
Saiva faith. He was invited back from this place 
to succeed his father-in-law upon his decease, in the 
office he l;ad held. 

After his return to Kab/dn, his sister, who was 
one of his first disciples, was delivered of a son 
Chenna Bdsava, who is not unfrequently confound- 
ed with his uncle, and regarded perhaps more cor- 
rectlv, as the founder of the sect. 

After recording these events, the work enumera- 
tes various marvellous actions, performed by Bdsa^ 
va and several of his disciples, such as converting 
grains of corn to Pearls — discovering hidden trea- 
sures — feeding multitudes, healing the sick, and re- 
storing the dead to life. The following are some 
of the anecdotes narrated in the work. 

Bdsava having made himself remarkable for the 
profuse bounties he bestowed upon the Jangamas, 
helping himself from the Royal Treasury for that 
purpose, the other ministers reported his conduct to 
Bijala who called upon him to account for tbd 
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10^)1^65^ in his charg;e. Bdsava smiled, and giving the 
keys of the Ti-easury to the king, requested him to 
examine it, which beiqg done, the amount was f )nnd 
wholly undiminished. Bijala thereupon caused it to 
be pi^claimed that whoever calumniated Bdsava 
should have his tonsrue cut out. 






A Jangama uho cohabited with a dancing girl, 
sent a slave for his allowance of lice to the house of 
Bdsava^ where the messen'rer saw the wife of the 
latter, and on his return reported to the dancinggiri 
the magnificence of her attire. The mistress of 
the Jangama Ivas filed with a longing for a 
similardress, and thct/ang^TTiahavingnoother means 
of gratifying her, repaired to Bdsava to beg of him 
his wife's o^annent. Bdsava immediately stripped 
Gangdmhd his wife, and other presses springing 
from her body, he gave theui all to the Jangarna. 

A person of the name of Kanapa who regularly 
worshipped the image of JEA:fim7'esrofira imagining 
the eyes of the deity were affected, plucked out his 
ovin, and placed them in the sockets of the figure. 
Siva pleased wiih his devotion restored his worship- 
per his ejes, 

A devout Saiva named MahadevaUi Machdi/a who 
engaged to wash for all the Jangamas, having kill- 
ed a child, the Rjija ordered Bisava to have him 
secured and punished ; b\ii Bdsava declined under- 
taking llie duty, as it would be unavailing to offer 
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any harm to the worshippers of Siva. Bijala per- 
sisting^, sent his servants to seize and tie him to the 
legs of an elephant, but Machdya caught the ele- 
phant by the trunk, and dashed him and his atten- 
dants to pieces. He then proceeded to attaqk the 
Raja, who being alarnned, applied to lidsava and by 
his advice humbled himself before the offended Jan- 
gama. Bdsava^ho deprecated his wrath, and Ma^ 
chnya being appeased, forgave the king, and restor- 
ed the elephant and the guard to life. 

A poor Jangam having solicited alms of Kinna* 
raya one of Basava's chief disciples, the latter 
touched the stones about them with his staff, and 
converting them into gold, told the Jangam to help 
himself. 

Story of Siridla. 

Siriala Jangaina, who resided at Kanchi^ distributed food 
daily to one thousand Jangamas. Siva in order to try his faith, 
went to his house, disguised as an Ascetic: as soon as Siri- 
ala saw him he fell at his feet and invited him to take some re- 
past. Siva replied to him '* that he must have human flesh, 
from some one of SirUdd's family" to which the latter agreecl, 
and cai'ried him into his house. Having communicated the wish 
of the Jangam to his wife Ganguli, they determined to sa- 
crifice their Son. In the mean time Siva proceeded to the Son 
of Siridla named Chilldia who was at school, and told him, 
that he would be killed by his Parents for tHc food of a goblin, 
and therefore he had better run away, but the lad replied to 
him ** You are an Ascetic, why do you seek to alarm me, my lifj 
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is not dear to me, and I shall lose the benefits of this and the next 
world by disobeying the commands of ray Parents. Do not you 
know, that, it is better that my flesh should be digested in the 
belly of a devotee, than that I should be separated from Siva 
by worldly cares. Do not dissuade me in this manner, but re- 
turn to your abode." The ascetic accordingly returned. The mo- 
ther of the lad, then brought him homeland bathed and a- 
domed him, and prepared to kill him, and told him 
that through their virtues, the Ascetic had asked them to offer 
their child, and that they had agreed to it. The lad replied 
that he was fortunate, and should thus obtain salvation. His 
mother counselled him then not to be afraid, but to repeat the 
prayer Nama sivaya^ and the parents then cut off his head, and 
dressed his flesh as nine sorts of curry, reserving only the 
head — On presenting the dishes to the ascetic he flew into a pas- 
sion, because the head was not given, and being afraid of his 
curses, they produced it, when the ascetic desired them to dress 
that also. This being effected, he commanded them to partake 
of the meal along with him* Siri&la hesitated to eat of his 
child, but the wife enforced his compliance, and they sat down on 
either hand of % the yiaw g-am. The pretended Devotee then 
commanded them to send for their Son to dinner, and being a- 
fraid to avow that they had killed him, they stated he would 
presently come from school. The Ascetic refused to eat with- 
out him, and desired them to call the boy,with which they were 
forced to comply— on doing so, the boy to their great astoilish- 
inent came out from an adjoining room with three golden cars. 
Then Siva appeared in his own shape, and carried the Parents 
and son and the ancestors of Siriula to Kailas. 
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Madivala Machaya's restoring Bdsava, and 

Kinnarai/a to life. 

Kinnaraya died^ and his soul united with the JAngarn^ 
worn round his neck. This circumstante being reported to 
Bdsava, he immediately went to the deceased^ lind lamented 
as follows: How can I live without you, you are ray heart, 
my soul, most excellent among the Jangams, how can 1 stay 
behind you, we all came to the earth together, and it is not 
proper for you to depart before me : who will protect me now 
you are gone. So on his account he died, himself, and was united 
with the spirit of the Lingam. The Jangamas who were with 
Basava^ then went to Madivala Machaya and informed him of 
the death of Kinnaraya, on which he repaired to the spot, and 
thus addressed the corpse of Bdsava — you are the creator of 
ihe souls of the Jangamas, their preserver and destroyer t you 
have associated with them, and aided them; rise, rise; you have 
offered up your body to keep your promise, and as a mark of 
friendship and affection, but is it proper to keep your faith to 
Kinnaraya, and break it (o the Jangams, They will die on your 
account. How can they exist after you are dead — you should 
have restored his life, not died yourself. Siva will be ill pleas- 
ed by such ah act. Siva has taken the life of Kinnaraya into 
his essence, but why should you have unnecessarily perished. 
Why do you ignorantly resign your life, when Siva has been 
pleased to take him away ; as you have promised Kinnaraya 
that you would accompany him, you have done so, but now you 
must fulfil your pledge to the Jangamas: you are their life and 
must revive for them. 

To Kinnaraya^ he observed— Is it well for you to relinquish 
your life, before you have accomplished the objects enjoined^ 
by Siva, and at the same time take away the existence of JB^r- 
Suva : is it decorous for you to have departed without the know* 
ledge of XhQ Siva'^Gaiias : your souls cannot unite with each 
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other, but ouglit to be absorbed into Siva : you must therefore 
bring back Bdsava, and be content to exist here as long as he 
tarries upon earth — on the conclusion of these harangues 
Kinnaraya ro?e to life, as if awaking from sleep, ^LiiikBdsava 
was immediately restored to life. They both fell at the feet 
of Macliaya and the other J afi garnets , and the Siva Ganas were 
extremely pleased, and astonished at the ^ower of Machai/ a, 
and they praised him, and said, he is verily an incarnation 
of rira Bhadra, So they returned to their respective dwel- 
lings. 

The work is also in many places addressed to the 
Jainas, in the shape of a dialogue between some of 
the Jangamd Sci'mis and the members of that faith, 
in which the former narrate to the latter instances 
of the superiority of the iSaha religion^ and the 
falsehood of the Jain faith, which appears to have 
been that of Bijala Raya and the great.part of the 
population of Kalydna, In order to convert them 
Ekanta Ramaya one of Bdsava^s disciples, cut off 
liisown head in their presence, and then marched 
five days in solemn procession through and round 
the city, and Oi^ the fifth day replaced his head upon 
bis shoulders. The Jain Pagodas were thereupon 
it is said destroyed by the Jaiit^arnas, It does not 
appear however that the king was made a convert, 
or that he approved of the principles and conduct 
of his minister. He seems on the contrary to have 
incurred his death by attempting t^ repress the ex- 
tension of the Virasaiva belief. Different autho- 
rities^ although they disagree as to the manner in 
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%Thich Bijala was destroyed concur in stating the 
fact: the following account of the transaction is 
from the present work. 

"In the city of Kalayna were two devout wor- 
shippers of Siva named Allaya and Madhuvaya. 
They fixed their faith firmly on the divinity they ar 
dored^ and assiduously reverenced their spiritual 
preceptor, attending upon Basrtra whithersoever he 
went. The king Bijala well knew their merits, 
but closed his eyes to their superiority, andlistening 
to the calumnious accusations of their enemies com- 
manded the eyes of Allaya and Madhuvaya to be 
plucked out. The disciples of Bdsava, as well as 
himself, were highly indignant at the cruel treat- 
inent of these holy men^ and leaving to Jagaddeva 
the task of putting Bijala to death, and denouncing 
imprecations upon the city, they departed from Ka* 
lydna — Bdsava fixed his residence at Sangames- 
wara. 

Machuya, Bommidevaya, Kinnara, Kannatha, 
Bommadeva, Kakaya, Masanaya, Kolakila Bom- 
tnadeva, Kesirajaya, Mathirajaya and others, an- 
nounced to the people, that the fortunes of Bijala 
had passed away, as indicated by portentous signs ; 
and accordingly the crows crowed in the night, jack- 
alls howled by day ; the sun was eclipsed, storms of 
wind and rain caipe on, the earth shook, and dark- 
ness overspread the heavens. The inhabitants of 
Kalyana were filled with terror. 



When Jagaddeva repaired home^ his mother inet 
him^ and told hi-n that when any ir\jaryhad been 
done 10 a disciple of the Saiva faith, his fellow 
should avenffe him or die. When Daksha treated 
Siva with contumely, Pdrvati threw herself into the 
flames, and sounder the wrong offered to the Saints 
he should not sit down contented^ and so saj^ingshe 

gave him his food at the door of his mansion. Thi- 

'I 

ther also came Mallaya and Bommayo, two others 
of the Saints, and they partook of Jagaddeva^ 
meal. Then smearing their bodies with holy ashes, 
they took up the spear and sword and shield, and 
marched together against jBt/aZa. On their way a bull 
appeared, whom they knew to be a form of Bdsava, 
come to theiraid, and the Bull went first, even to the 
courtof the king, goring any one that came in their 
way, and opening a clear path for them. Thus 
they reached the court, and pat Bijala to death in 
the midst of all his courtiers, and then they danced, 
and proclaimed the dkuse why they had put the 
king to death. Jagaddeva on his way back, recall- 
ing the words of his mother, slabbed himself. Then 
arose dissension in the city, and the people fought 
amongst themselves, and horses with horses, and ele- 
phants with elephants until, agreeably to the curse 
denounced upon it by Bdsava and his disciples, Ka- 
lydna was utterly destroyed.

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Bdsava continued to reside at Sangameswara 
conversing with his disciples and communing with 
the divine Essence, and he expostulated with Siva, 
saying ' By thy command have I and thy attendant 
train come upon earthy and thou hast promised to rep- 
eal] us to thy presence when our task was accom* 
plished/' Then Siva with Parvati came from forth 
the Sangameswara Lingam, and were visible to 
Bdsava who fell on the ground before them. They 
raised him, and led him to the sanctuary, and all 
three disappeared, in the presence of the disciples, 
and they praised their master, and flowers fell from 
the sky and then the disciples spread themselves a- 
broad, and made known the absorption of Bdsava 
into the emblem of Siva." 

This account oi Bdsava is by Bhima Kavi: a si- 
milar compilation, if not the same> is sometimes at- 
tributed to SomanaArddkya a Jangama teacher.

IX. — Chenna Bdsava Purdna. 

Paper, incomplete. 

An account of Chenna Basava, an incarnation 
of the Pranava or mysterious syllable Om, begot- 
ten on Ndgaldmhikd the sister of Bdsava, herself 
an incarnation of Pdrvati, by the spirit of Siva. 



According to the legend, Bijala calling in question 
the spiritual origin of Ndgaldmbikd\s pregnancy, 
she was delivered in presence of his whole court of 
a child resplendent with all the attributes of Sivu, 
and whose divine nature was consequently fully 
proved and acknowledged. The incarnation of the 
Pranava was for the purpose of instructing Bdsa^ 
va, or the incarnate Nandi, in the tenets of the Vi- 
rasaiva faith, the establishment of which is thus di« 
vided between the uncle and the nephew. Chenna 
Bdsava appears to have been more wholly a religi- 
ous character,, although the secular authority of jBa- 
sapk was most instrumental in the augmentation of 
the Jangama sect. By Virupdk$ha.

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The Dynasty is carried perhaps some thing too 
for back at the commencement, butthe list probably 
is not very far from correct. The last prince was 
taken by the Mohammedsins, and his capital destroy-

Then Ndgaldmhikd (the mother of Chenna Bdsava) will re- 
quest her son to liberate the youth, and raise him to his father's 
principality.

the three regions So saying h^ turned to the right half, and sa-« 
luted it alone. Parvati then being highly enraged, spoke thus 
Chandesa, I am the material mask of the spirit. How can you 
refuse to acknowledge me — you are under my command as 
long as you are enveloped with a body. Is it proper to disregard 
me. Chandesa said, though goldmay be found in soil yet it is not 
united with it, though the pearl is produced in the water yet it 
becomes not water, though the lo^us float upon the pool yet it 
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remains unmoistened. In like manner, I have a being free 
from matter : so he quitted his mantle^ the material Devi, and 
directed the God of wind to display his power, in doing which 
he hurled down eight lacs of mountains: then Siva considering 
him as his principal disciple, placed him on his knees and fed 
him with nectar. Chandiswara then became Bhringiswara 
with three legs, at which the Ganas were surprized^ and called 
him Gane^n^ar the exempted from matter. Pdrvaii beholding 
Siva, said that she had conferred half of her body on him, and 
Bramha and Vishnu and the rest were concentered in her,which 
then was greater, Bhringiswara or Siva himself. Siva replied to 
her, that she might send a part of her essence to the mortal 
world, and he would send Bhringisa there, and she might then 
examine his spiritual truth.

him Gawe^war the exempted from matter. Pdrvati beholding 
Siva, said that she had conferred half of her body on him , and 
Bramha and Vishnu and the rest were concentered in her^which 
then was greater, Bhringiswara or Siva himself. Siva replied to 
her, that she might send a part of her essence to the mortal 
world, and he would send Bhringisa there, and she might then 
examine his spiritual truth. Pdrvati accordingly sent a spark of 
her essence to be borne as Mdya on Mohinideva the queen of 
the king of Banavasi named Mamakara rai^a. Tliis Matfd 
became a harlot and associated with the musician of the temple 
of Madhukeswar at Banavasi^ The spirit of Bhringistvar or 
Nirmaya Ganeswar was born by Nirahankdra on Siijndnadevi 
at Karure, and his parents gave him the name of Allama Pra^ 
hhu^ and nourished him. When he was grown up he said to his 
Parents that he was born to them for their faith to Siva, and 
wished to teach the Prayers of Siva to the disciples in the dif- 
ferent regions, and he shewed them the mode of attaining libe- 
ration. He went to Banavasi, and subdued the musicians and 
Mdyd there and obtained the title of Niranjana, and wander- 
ed throughout different parts of the world, and wrought many 
miracles for the disciples of Siva,

'^ Nareda having come one day to Siva at 
Kailds, reported that the worship of that deity had 
very generally declined, and men were immersed in 
iniquity. — Siva looked round amongsthis attendants, 
and selecting one of them, named Kalasahasra, de- 
sired him to assume a mortalform, re-establish the true 

faith upon earth, and annihilate the Sects of unbe- 
lievers. Accordingly, Kdlasahasra was born as the 
son of the kmg Sangama rajc^, of his wife Haimd^ 

•vati in the town oi Morpur in the Andkra country 
and was named Bhyravdnka : he studied the scien- 
ces in his youth, and was married to Makadevi. 
His favorite diversion was listening: to the narra- 
lives ot the Rdrndyand, Bhdgavat and Bkdrata, 
and his chief delight the company of the disciples of 
Siva. After a time, being warned by a vision, he 
distributed all his jewels and wealth to the pious, and 
proceeded with his wife to Sosali, and having 
wrought many miracles on the way, he was receiv- 
ed there with great reverence by the Prince, named 
Sambhu Rdya, and after a while was united at that 
jplace with the deity Someswara.

Ajti account of the incarnation of Bdsava and the 
acts of that teacher, of Chenna Bdsava^ and of 
other worthies of the Virasaiva religion : By Cha* 
napa Kavi. The following is an account given in 
this work of an incident in the early history of the 
sect. 

Formerly, when Siva was sitting in his Court, on the Kailas 
mountain , Nandisa being desirous of seeing the World of 
mortals, requested his Lord's permission^ to descend upon the 
Earth. Having received the solicited indulgence he visited 
all the Islands and Continents^ and in the course of his travels 
came to the Malaya mountain. The^e he beheld a king 
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named Animishaya engaged in a hunting party, but who sought 
an opportunity of paying his adorations to the type of Siva» 
Finding no Lingam to worship, and remarking Nandilcesa he 
addressed him and communicated his wants, declaring if he could 
not procure a Lingam, he would starve to death. NandikSsa 
compassionating his situation, granted him his own Ltngam, and 
repaired himself to Kailas where the Warder refused to allow 
him to enter as he had lost his Lingam. Then Siva, knowing 
what had occurred through his divine knowledge, went to the 
gate, and rebuked the Warder, saying that there was no 
difference between him and Nandi, and being angry with him 
cursed him to be born as Bijala the Cliaulukya king. Then 
the Warder asked him when his curse should terminate, to

The following is the account here given of ihis 
transaction and its consequences, 

^' Vijiila Ritya having marched ai^ainst and subdued the 
Raja ofKolapur was on his return to his capital : Whilst reposing 
in his tent Bdsava sent to him a Jangama disguised as one oj 
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he had a son, to whom be gave the name Kdmpila^ and marri- 
ed him to Hariyamma daughter of Gujala Rati N6yak. The 
Sultan of Delhi having marched against Rdma Kaja of De^ 
V(tgirij defeated and taken him, and laid waste his territory, 
Singer i Nayak returned to his native country, where he was 
well received by Malta Raja, whom, on his dying without is- 
sue he succeeded, and considerably extended his territorial 
possessions. He was succeeded by his son Kdmpila who was 
a still greater conqueror, and reduced all the petty Rajas of 
Karnata to subjection. Kampila had five wives — and sons by 

each : by the eldest of them he had last of all, the especial 

« " , ... 

hero of the narrative, Kumdra or Prince Rama. Amongst the 
sofereigns who were the neighbours of Kdmpila the Raja of 
Guii was his rival, and demanded tribute of him, which JiCant- 
pila resenting, sent his son Rdma then only twelve years of 
age with an army against Guti, Rdma defeated the Guti ila^ 
ja, and took him prisoner, and brought him to his father, who 
liberated his captive on his consenting to become tributary 
to him. Aoijngst the booty were ten' horses which Rdma re- 
served to himself — his brothers asked him for them to which 
be replied ; Why do you hot gain similar prizes by your 
own prowess. This taunt they reported to their mothers who 
thence became inimical to lidma^ and in order to accomplish 
his destruction incessantly urged the Raja to send him on pe« 
rilous expeditions. Rama at last vowed to conquer the se?en- 
ty Rajas, or nor to return, and with this view repaired to the 
Court of Pratdpa Ruira at Warankal — where Linga Selti be« 
came attached to him. and made him known to the Raja— at 
first, Rdma was well received, but Pratdpa Rudra becoming 
jealous of the encomiastic titles lavished upon Rdma for his 
heroism by the Bards and heralds, desired him to forbid their 
being applied to him. Rdma answered it was easy for him to 
acquire fresh honors, but he would not part with any that he 
had ever won— -and the enmity of the Rdya being thus inciir^ 
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rer7, R4fna accompanied by Linga Seili left Warahkal. Trtu^ 
idpa Rudra detached a force to bring them back« but Rdma de« 
feated it, and in a subseq[uent action with a larger army wag 
not only victorious but took Bolla the favorite horse of the 
]iing, and his son who commanded. Rama then subdued the 
liedJis of Kondapilli and tlie Raja of Madugtda and returned 
with augmented reputation to his father. On shewing his hoo< 
ty to the court) he desired his brothers to ride the horse of Pra^ 
iapa Rudra which they severally attempted in vain, when 
Rama sprang upon hi in and managed him with ease — and his 
brothers were much ashamed. 

At this time the deity Konda Brahmaya directed R6ma in a 
lusion to institute tiie festival of the Sula or trident, which he 
accordingly did with great splendour, erecting a trident of gold 
in honor of the God< All tiie Rajas and Chieftains of the South 
attended. The youngest wife of Kdmpila named Retndngi 
having ascended the terrace to see the great personages who 
were present, and who were individually described to her by 
her confidential attendant, Rdgi, was so much struck with the 
beauty of /?ama that she became passionately enamoured of 
him, and impatiently waited an opportunity of an interview^ 
which at last occurred by accident. Kdmpila being out hunt* 
ing, Kumdra Rama was amusing himself at tennis, when his 
ball flew over upon the terrace of Retndngi' s apartments. Not 
chusing to send a menial to recover it, the Prince went himself^ 
when Rein (ing i sayf him, and importuned him ,to gratify her 
desires. Finding him inexorable, her love was changed to ha« 
trt d, and she complained to Kdmpila on his return^ that Rdma 
liad attempted to violate her person. Kdmpila'm a rage ordered 
Rdma to be put to death instantly with his four chief leaders, 
Kdtana, Kdliya Narasa, Mammadi Sinha, and Lingana Seltu 
The minister Bachapa, however, secreted Rdma and his friend(| 
in his palace, and decapitatingfive ordinary criminals, produced 
their heads to the llaja as those of liis intended victim8*-r

Betndngi preserved that which was said to be the princ i's at 
first out of revenge, but as her passion subsided, as an act of 
love. Kdmpila soon repented of his haste, and the denth of Rd'* 
ma was the subject of universal sorrow. His wi?ds refused to 
survive him, and declared their intention of burning tliemselves. 
A pile was accordingly prepared under the superintendance of 
Bachapat who contrived a subterraneous passage leading from 
the enclosure into which the women entered, to the chamber 
where Rdma was concealed, and with whom his faithful wives 
Were then reunited. 

When the king of Delhi was well assured of the death of 
R6ma he despatched ta Gumati an army of one hundred and 
ninety six thousand men under six Khans. Kdmpila on heart- 
ing of their approach, now more than ever regretted his son* s 
death, but being encouraged by his minister, assembled a large 
force to oppose the Mohammedans. The armies met and fought 
a whole day without any decisive result — at night Bachapa 
told Kdmpila that he had engaged the services of a distinguish- 
ed warrior, who was so like to the prince Rdtna that he would 
not know the difference, and having persuaded Rama to take 
the fieM, that hero mounted on his horse Bolla appeared on the 
second day's battle, and overthrevf part of the hostile army, 
slaying and decapitating five of the Khans who commanded, 
and sending their heads to Kdmpila On the third day, the 
sixth Khan was killed, and beheaded, and the invading army 
utterly defeated. Then Bachapa made Rama known to his 
father, and told the latter what he had done, at which Kdmpila 
was exceedingly rejoiced. Retndngi on hearing of Rdma^s re- 
appearance hanged herself, by which Kdmpila was satisfied of 
the mnocence of his Son. 

When the broken remains of the army returned to Delhi 
the Sultan was highly incensed at the cowardice of the com- 
manders, and raising a larger force, placed it under the orders of 
Matangi a female warrior of a low tribe. On learning this new 
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danger, Kdmptla retired with his family and treasure (o Hosa* 
kotOy leaving to R&ma the defence of Gumaii — as soon as the 
enemy appeared at this place, Rama marched to their encoun- 
ter and drove them back four kos— but subsequently Md/angt 
seduced the Telugu soldiers inltama^s army, and they treache« 
rously introduced the enemy into the fort during the night— «

M'hen Rcima was Apprised of what had occurred^ he sprang 
from bed, and hastened to the battle desiring his wives to pre-* 
pare for their fate in case they should hear of his death. Pro- 
ceeding to the scene of conflict he speedily plunged into the 
thickest of the affray^ where encountering Mdiangi he seized 
her nose-ring and shaking it told her, he disdained to take 
the life of a woman. His bravest soldi ers surprised and over-* 
powered by numbers fell fast around him, and he was lefl alone. 
After maintaining the conflict for a long time, and killing vast 
numbers of his assailants, I^e was at last slain, and Mdtangi cut 
ofi* his head, and carried it to Delhi. The Sultan placed the 
head, on the Palace gate, where in the night it made so hideous 
an outcry that he was glad to get rid of it, and it was thrown 
into a ditch four kos remote — there the cry was repeated, so 
that numbers died of the fright it occasioned. The Sultan or* 
dered it to be carried to a still greater distance, but every at« 
tempt made by men and el ?phants to move it from the spot 
proved ineffectual* In this dilemma it was suggested that the 
Bards of Rama should be employed to recite his praises, and 
messengers were sent to Kdmpila to solicit their assistance.— 
Devaya their chief was accordingly sent but his panegyrics at first 
were in vain— at last being so instructed in a vision he saluted 
Bama as the subduer of the Sultan of Delhi, the Supreme So« 
vereign of the world, on which he was able to lift the head 
with ease — ^being permitted to take it away he carried it to 
Kampila who after weeping over it sent it to K&ui to be plunged 
to the holy waters of the Gangts."

^^ A Persian manascript, entitled an Historical A ccoant of the 
ancient Rajas of Mysoor, was found in l798 in the palace at 
Seringapatam; it purports to have been '' translated in 1798, 
at the command of the Sultaun, by Assud Anwar, and Gho* 
laum Hussein^ with the assistance of Footia Pundit^ from two 
books in the Canara language:*' this Persian manuscript was 
conveyed with other works to Calcutta, and 1 had not the op- 
portunity of perusing it until the year 1807, when my friend 
Brigadier- General Malcolm obtained a copy from Bengal. A 
book in the Canara language, of which the contents'' werethe^ 
unknown, was given in 1799 by Colonel W. Kirkpatrick, 
one of the commissioners for the affairs of Mysoor, to Major, 
now Lieutenant-Colonel Colin Mackenzie, and has sinc6 
been translated under his direc;ion with scrupulous care; 
It is the Canara manuscript from which the Persian translation 
was made^ and is entitled '^ The Succession of ike Kings of 
Mysoor^Jrom ancient Times, as it is in the Canara Cudduilums, 
now written into a Book by command^ by Nuggur Pootia PundU^ 
' It t.r ^WAt^ri Into two parts^ as noticed in the Persian ti*ansla-« 
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tioni the £rst contamslhe historical narrative; and the second^ 
the series of territorial acquisitions. In the first the dates ktt 
recorded in the year of the cycle only ; and in the second they 
are reckoned hy the number of years which had elapsed from 
the compiliation of the work, or, in the language of the o^igi-^i 
Hal, so many years ago. The apparent embarrassment of fix-;* 
ing the chronology was easily surrtiounted by Lieutenant- Co- 
lonel Mackenzie. I3y ascertaining a single date, all the rest 
were at once arranged, and the manuscript was proved bey« 
t)nd all controversy to have been written in the year I7l2-13, 
The circumstances which regard the discovery of this ma* 
nuscript are well known. On the death of Cham Raj Wadey* 
ar, the father of the present Raja, in 1796, the family was 
transferred from the palace to the miserabi shovel where they 
were found on the capture of Seringapatam In ]79d. Among 
the plunder of every thing useful or apparently valuable, which 
was on that occasion carried off to the stores of the Sultaun> 
were accidentally thrown two Cudduftums, which attracted his 
attention nearly two years afterwards, when he ordered them 
to be examined and translated: and two old Cudduttums^ 
which Lieutenant-Colonel Mackenzie received along with the 
book in 1790. prove, on examinaHlon, to be the actual originals 
frorn which it was copied, and are probably the two books men- 
tioned in the Persian translation. A short time before the real 
compilation! of this document, the Raja, Chick Deo Kaj, who 
died in 1704, bad directed an extensive collection to be made 
of historical materials, including all inscriptions then extant 
within his dominions, which were added to a library already 
reported to be voluminous : the abovementioned work is pro- 
bably one of the memoirs prepared in conf »rn>ity to bis direc- 
tions, but it appears to have been presented to his successor, 
and is a brief but correct record of events up to the year 1712. 
It is, however, to be regretted that the author furnishes no in- 
cidents beyond a mere chionicle of events, after the occupation 
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of Seringapatam by Raj Wadeyar in 1610, probably res« 
rained by prudential motives in respect to living characters. 
The Sultan, in removing the Rajahs family from the palace, 
had intended to destroy the building altogether; and gave or- 
ders for that purpose, which were afterwards changed. It was 
reported to him that several large apartments were full of 
books^ chiefly of palm leaf and Cudduttums, and he was asked 
how they were to be disposed of. '• Transfer them,'' said he, 
^* to the royal stables, as fuel to boil the cooltee (grain on which 
horses are fed) :" and this was accordingly done. A small 
miscellaneous collection was preserved from this destruction 
by the pious artifice of a bramin, who begged the apartment 
might be respected, as containing the j^e/ia/e; of the faniily. 
This room was opened in the confusion of the 4th of May 
1799, and a large portion of the contents fell into the hands 
of a British officer."

The adventures of two princes, sons of Vajramu* 
kuta king of Retnapuri, comprising a number of 
amusing incidents, several of which are familiar in 
western story telling — as will appear from the fol- 
lowing summary : — 

The king of Retnapuri, Vajramukuta^ had two sons by the 
favour of Siva^ Somasekhara and Chilrasekhara who in addi- 
tion to the ordinary accomplishments of princes became expert 
jugglers and thieves. Having heard of the beauty of liupd- 
vaiij the daughter of Vikrama king of Lilavaii, and being de- 
sirous of humiliating his pride, the princes in opposition 
to the wishes of their father^ proceeded to that capital^ deter- 
mined to secure the hand of Rupdvati for one of them. Not- 
withstanding the city was guarded by ten thousand giants who 
had baffled and destroyed the emissaries employed by Indra 
to bring him a description of the charms of the Princess, they 
effected their entrance. They next ob led admission into 
the Palace, and ia spite of every preca plundered the 

King and Queen and Pirin of r jew< and s pped 
tbeir nia|estiet and dl ^ 
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leaving a written paper stating they would not cease from their 
depredations^, until the king consented to grve his daughter in 
marriage to one of them> and threatening if he withheld his 
consent to carry off the Princess. The king was compelled to 
yields but coupled his consent with the condition that the pre- 
tender to his daughter's hand should kill a fierce Lion that 
guarded one of the gates of the Palace. The Princes attack- 
ed and slew the lion^ who turned out to be a Prince metamor- 
phosed. They carried off part of the tail as a trophy* The 
washerman of the Palace finding the head^ produced it as evi- 
dence that he had killed the lion^ and claimed the Princess.— 
Preparations were made for the wedding^when the Princes dis- 
covered themselves, and the washerman was put to death. The 
princess was married to the younger brother^ Ckitrasekhara, 

After a time^ a bird catcher brougl.t a curious Parrot from 
Cashmir which was purchased by the Princes, and told them, 
that it alone had escaped the destruction of all living things at 
Hemavatii which were devoured Oy a giant in resentment of 
the king Firasena's Tefusing to give him the hand of the Prin- 
cess Suvernadevi. The Princess was kept captive by the giant, 
Samasekkara undertook to set her at liberty, and departed aloue^ 
giving his brother a flower, the withering of which would in- 
dicate his falling into some calamity, when his brother Chiiram 
sekhara might come to aid or revenge him. On arriving at 
Hemavati he made himself known to the Princess, married her^ 
slew the giant, and induced people to return to the country o« 
ver which he ruled as king. 

On one occasion Suvernadevi having dropped her slipper in 
a reservoir, it was found by a fisherman of Kusumakesari, who 
sold it to a shopkeeper, by whom it was presented to the king 
Ugrabdhu. The Prince on seeing the beauty of the slipper, fell 
in love with the wearer, and offered large rewards to any per« 
son who should find and bring her to him* An old woman un« 
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dertook the task> and succeeded in tracing the shoe to its OMrn<^ 
er, to whom she introduced herself, and made herself agreeable. 
Finding out that Ckitra^ekkara owed his personal immunity^ 
from danger to a charmed Ear-ring^ she contrived to steal it 
from him whilst asleep, defaced the impression of Siva which 
it bore, and threw it into the fire> on which Ckitrasekhara be« 
came as dead. 

Suvernadevi would have slain herself, but was prevented by" 
the Cp^onCyWho to console her, promised to get her another hus-« 
band in Ugrabdhu^ and this proposal, as holding out the pros- 
pect of revenge, was seemingly assented to by the widow. She 
set out for the capital of Ugrabdku, shutting up her husband' s^ 
corpse in a chamber, and leaving with it a written note to Chi' 
ra^e^Aara, informing him what had chanced, and whither she 
was gone, and promising to wait a month for his arrival^ at the* 
end of which term she would p^^ftend toher life. 




The wife Qr Ckitrasekhara mxMWaie of her brother in law's 

* 

decease was apprised of the event by the decay and death of 
the flower. As soon as this was known to her husband, he set 
off for Hemavati. On his way he met a monkey, who in hfs 
gambols plutiged into a pool and came out a man, and a little 
further on leaped into another pool, and issued a monkey as^ 
before. Some of the water productive of these changes waa 
taken by Chitrasekhara, and carried with him. 

On arriving at the place where his dead brother lay, and rea» 
ding the note which Suvernadevi had left, Chilrasekhara 
searched for the charmed Ear-ring, which he found defaced 
and injured, but not wholly destroyed, on which account the 
body of Somasekhara had sq long resisted decay. Chilrasek-i 
hara set himself to work to repair the Ear-ring, and as soon as 
it was restored to its former condition, Somasekhara revived. 
The brothers after communicating to each other, what had 
passed^ proceeded to Kusumakesari to release Suvernadevi and 
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jmnish Ugrahdhu. For Uie readier accomplishment of thaetf 
ends^ Chitrasekhara assumed the garh of a religious mendicant^ 
and changed his brother to a monkey with some of the water 
of the pool that produced this metamorphosis. 

The Brothers thus disguised appeared before the king, to 
whom Chitrasekhara represented himself as a magician, and at 
whose request he undertook to win the consent of Suvemadevi 
to become his bride without delay. Having then made himself 
known to Suvemadevi, and restored his brother to the humaii 
form, they devised the plan to be adopted^ and Suvemadevi 
gave a seeming assent to be married to Ugrabdhu — a newman<« 
sion was prepared for the purpose, to which Ugrabdhu repair* 
ed to be wedded by the supposed ascetic to the princess — ^but 
on his entering the private chamber, Chitrasekhara sprinkled 
him with the magic water, and he was changed to a mcmkey. 
Chitrasekhara going forth, pftiduced^a written order fh>m filer 
king, that he should be his dq||iltj for some months in the ad-^ 
ministration of the kingdom, in which the officers of the court 
acquiesced* The princes then wrote to their father-in-law Vi^ 
krama, to c )me to their aid, with a sufficient force, with whicb 
he complied, and their authority was thus established over the 
kingdom of Ugrabdhu^ who in his form of a monkey was sdld 
to a beggar, and compelled to perform tricks for his ma«ter'9 
benefit. After settling their new acquisitions, Soma^ekharasind 
Chitrasekhara with their wives Suvemadevi and Rup&vaii&nd 
the father of the latter, paid their own parents a visit, much to 
their astonishment and delight. After a due period of power 
and prosperity, the different Princes were admitted tothehea« 
ven of Siva.

On his way through the 
pass called /TanftAanJa Kamava/dhird with golden 
plumage led him to where he met Pundarikakshi, 
a maiden of the race of ogres, who had been pro- 
mised a youthful and handsome husband by Pdrvati 
when about to destroy herself in despair at being 
forced by her mother to marry Bomma Rakshasa, 
lier brother. The young couple repaired to Fun* 
darikdkshis bovver, where the Ogress her mother 
^melt a man, and thus discovered Karibhanta — a 
contest ensued, in which the human herd subdued 
both the old Ogress and her brother, and was only 
prevented from kilHng them by the intercession of 
his bride. The parties were then seemingly recon- 
ciled, and the m )ther presented her son in law with 
a handso ne anclet. Pundarikakshi however sus- 
pecting mischief removed this secretly from her 
husband's leg, and fastened it in the night on that of 
lier uncle. The Ogress, when she thought all were 
asleep, proceeded in the dark to stab Karibhan-* 
ta as he slept, ascertaining his identity as she sup- 
posed by the anclet; in consequence of whicti she 
killed her brother instead. Pundarikakshi know- 
ing that her mother's animosity would be now ia« 
flamed by revenge, prevailed on her husband to con- 
tinue his journey, which he did and proceeded to 
Karur.

The manuscripts of this lang-uage are written 
on Kadettums of which the following particular and 
accurate description is given by CoL Wilkes. 

Cudduttum^ curruttum, or currut, a long slip of cotton cloth, 
from eight inches to a foot wide, and from twelve to eighteen feet 
long, skilfully covered on each side with a compost of paste and 
powdered charcoal. When perfectly dry, it is neatly folded up, with* 
out cutting, in leaves of equal dimensions; to the two end folds are 
fixed ornamented plates of wood, painted and varnished, resembling 
the sides of a book, and the whole is put into a case of silk or cot- 
ton, or tied with a tape or ribbon; those in use with the lower 
classes are destitute of these ornaments, and are tied up by a com« 
mou string: the book, of course, opens at either side, and if unfold- 
ed and drawn out, is still a long slip of the original length of the 
cloth. The writing is similar to that on a slate, and ma^ be in like 
manner rubbed out and renewed. It is performed by a pencil of the 
^a/npum, or lapis ollaris; and this mode of writing was not only id 
ancient use for records and public documents, but is still universally 
enaployed id. Mysoor by merchants and shopkeepers. I have even 
seen a bond, regularly witnessed, entered on the cudduttum of a mer- 
chant, produced and received in evidence. 

This is the word kirret^ translated (of course conjecturally) palm- 
leaves in Mr. Crisp's translation of Tippoo's regulations. The Sul-

A general account of the province of Kerala or 
Malabar^ giving a description of its origin, and a 
summary history from the time of Parasu Rdmahy 
whomjt is supposed^ the province was obtained from 
the sea, to the reign of the Cheruman Perumal 
i/vho adopted the Mohammedan religion. The greater 
part of the work is however a statistical descriptioa 
of the divisions ofthe province, and the institutes that 
prevail amongst the Nairs, The composition is as- 
cribed to Sarikaradchdrya and the original of some 
portion of it may have been his work^ but a great 
part is of a much more recent period as it notices 
even the coming of the Portuguese. Some use was 
made of the Kerala Utpatti by Mr. Duncan in his 
accountofMalabar(Asiatic Researches vol. V article 
1) although he speaks of it as not a little confused 
and incoherent. Amongst Col. Mackenzie's papers are 
two incomplete translations of it, from whicli it would 
seem probable that copies vary considerably, the 
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translations offering many irreconcileable variationi. 
The following specimens will convey a notion of this 
work. 

To thee Oh Ganapati ! --to Saraswatil—to Krishna I-^to 
Sri Parvati !—Sri Bhagav ati /—to Sri Bhddrak&li /—to Aya^ 
pen /—and to Jrumukan I be Prostration— and also to thee 
O Guru I be submission profound ! — 

1. Now I begin to declare the Intention of this work. 

2. In the Krita,Treia, Dwdpara, and Kali, in all these 
Four Yugams were many Rajas who ruled the earth pro^ 
peily^ with equity (or with a regard to Justice and to the Pub« 
lie Good.) 

3. Afterwards wicked Rajas arose in the Kshetriya Tribe and 
in order to destroy them Srt Parasu Rdma was incarnated. 

4. Wherefore Parasu R&ma in ancient times^ in twenty 
one different Battles destroyed the crowned liajas. 

5. On that account, that he might be released from the 
Fira Hatya Dosham or sin of slaying heroes^ he wentto Gokar< 
nam in order to perform sacrifices. 

6. He stood on the Hill of KaUmalla and prostrated himself 
to Varuna. He also made his obeisance to Bhumi Devi, 
the Ocean he made to withdraw, and the Land of oi.e hundred 
and sixty Kadams was created. 

7* And that the Land o(Maiayalam might receive Protect!^ 
on he established one hundred and eight Iswars. 

8. But the Trembling of the Land did not cease ; therefore 
Sri Parasu R&ma in Kerala created Bramins, and brought 
Bramins from many Poiots and placed them in Keralam* 
But they would not stay there always^ and they all wenta* 
way to their own Countries. 
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9. The cause of this was, that into Keralam the snakes came 
in numbers, and remained, and thro' fear of their venom no one 

. could remain there with confidence. 

10. Therefore Sri Parasu Rama having considered, from 
the Ultara Bhumi (or Land of the North) he brought the 
Arya Bramins and settled (or placed] them there. 

11. These Arya Bramins formerly set out from the saints of 
Ahi and came and resided in the Kshetram of Samanta 
Panchukam^ otherwise called KuriuKsheiram ; from thence 
Sri Parasu Rama brought the inhabitants of the sixty-four 
villages and settled them in this Foreign Land. 

12. He promised to grant to each an Agaram and a Gramam, 
and having told them thus, he brought them and placed them 
£rst at Gokarnam, and made them wear the Lock oi Hair on 
the Forehead* 

13. For the Purva^Sikha (or Fore Lock) is very disgrace- 
ful in Foreign Lands, and by their using the Forelock he con- 
sidered that if they went away their Tribe would not receive 
them ; he therefore made them wear the Lock on the Forepart 
of the head. 

14. " Enjoy the Land as a Brakmana-kshetram " he said, 
and then to the People of the 64 villages he presented Flow- 
ers and Water. 

15. Afterwards he established Places of 42 feet square, and 
then he strewed Gold Dust and stamped Coin, and thus he 
stopt the quaking of the Land. 

16. Afterwards he said to the People of the 64 villages — Do 
you want weapons— Receive them from me "—Those of the 
Bharadwaja Gotram then received arms from Rama. 

17. Then Sri Parasu Rdma granted the Sastra Bhiksha^ 
(or Alms of Weapons) with the consent of all, and the Bkara^ 
dwnja Gotram having presented their hands accepted the 
weapons.

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1 8. Forihat reason those of Faliur assert, that they require 
no other authority to put pedple to death — some thuik this 
power results from their TapaS'Sakti or virtue of their Devo* 
tion-^but it is not so — and they themselves assert it is because 
the people of their Tribe then received the Sastra Bhtksha^ and 
took the F&l into their hands : hence they are denominated 
VaUNambi or Trusting in Swords. 

19. All this being done by the Order of Srt Parasu 
Rdma^ he sent for the 64 villages and commanded ^^You are to 
give one share out of the Property of the Bramins to the 
serpents^ which lately terrified you (and who are to be consider- 
ed as Local Deities) and to protect you: accordingly every one 
granted each one share from their lot and acquired their favot, 
and afterwards they (the snakes) remained as the local Deities 
and the Fear of snakes thus ceased in Keralam 

20. He aflerwarcls made or established 108 Places of 42 
Feet square and in each of these Places he placed a an Image 
of the Gods who preside over Arras and Arts and then Lamps 
were ordained, and Puja was performed. 

21. He also estalished lOS Images of Durga Devi, on the sea 
shore^ and besides erected a Snake and Goblin 

22. He sprinkled the Gold Dust and coined money and 
formed a Buried Treasure. 

23. In this manner having stopt the quaking of the Land, 
the Arya Bramins continued to reside with constancy in Malom 
yalanu This being heard by those that went away at first, 
they returned again, and these are called the Pallan^Tuluvar 
(or the Ancient Tuluvar) ; but having originally come from 
different quarters and of different Tribes the Pallan Tulavar 
still use different languages 

24. Afterwards Srt Parasu Rdma assembled the sixty 
four villages and established them at Fallapa Nat Karra near 
Pulakad. 
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25. Afterwards to sbme of those who returned again he 
granted the duty of menial service in temples ; to the people 
Tarana Nellur in the village of the 64 Gramams he granted 
the duty of holding a cup at certain Ceremonies, and to some 
he granted the Pur mas but the people of the 64 Gramams have 
no menial offices. 

26. The Gift with Water and Flowers which was given 
at first to the Arya Bramins is called the Raja^Amsa (or share 
of the Raja) and what was given to those who returned the 
second time is called the Anu^Bhogapen Jenmam (or Right of 
enjoying hereditary Propery.) 

27. The Rights which were granted at first to the Tara< 
vadu (or chief House holder) of each village by Ek-Udakam 

. (one water poured out for one grant) to the Gramams (or 
villages.) When two Anneyuneyam or Opponents in disputes of 
litigated Property are to perform the ceremony of ordeal^ they 
must in that case declare it to heAnu-Bhogam, right by successi^^ 
on but the inhabitants of the other villages on swearing must 
declare their right o^ Jenmam right by brith. Of the Ek^Udak 
am, or those who received by water, there are but few and if 
any of them swear (or dip) to the Jenmam^ it will afiect or des- 
troy their claim. In the Gramams there are not many Taranmar 
(or people acquainted with the particulars of these subjects) and 
very few know it ; in consequence of which the Authority and 
influence of the Smartanmar the Bramhmans who follow law, 
as Expounders, is considerably diminished. 

^8. Afterwards Sri Parasu Rama transferred his Fira* 
HatyorDosham (or sin of manslaughter) to the Inhabitants 
qf Ramnad'karra and granted to them considerable Gifts of 
Lands or Property : he also named them Warala Parasu, and 
afterwards they all went to their quarters, and there remain-. 
ed. Hence in Vallapa^Nad there is no Gramam without Pro-< 
perty and Houses. 



*, 
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59. In this manner Sri-Parasu^Rdma having established the 
Kerala country and granted the Udaka-Ddnam (or Gift with 
Water) to the Bramins of the 64 villages) and committed 
them to the Protection of Devendra, he afterwards went to 
the Forests to perform Tapas. 

30. That the Jennungul (or People) of Keralam should be 
in equal Felicity with the inhabitants of Deva-Lokam, and 
that Keralam should be equal to Deva-Lokam, Sii^Parasu 
lidma on due consideration committed them to the care and 
Protection of Devendra. 

31 . Rain was required for six months, that abundance of 
Corn, of Fruits &c. might be produced in the Rdjyam and of 
Annam (ox Rice) of Pushpam (or Flowers) and of Nir (or 
Water); that Piety should flourish and Wealth should be 
obtained^ by which Iswar should be served and honored and 
Puja performed with due respect in honor of the Gods and 
to the Ancestors^ and that cows should increase; for all this that 
there should be abundance of Water and Grass ; having weTl 
thought of all these he committed them to Devendra^ by which 
Rain falls for six months, and afterwards is six months of Verim 
nul (or Hot Weather) — Thus he ordained, and for this reason he 
ordered the sunny season for six months, in order that all the 
undermentioned Ceremonies might be performed in honor of 
the Gods of Heaven, of Kavu (or Temples of the secondary 
Deities) of Ayapen-Kavu (the Temple of Hart Hara^Putren)^ 

of Bhadra-kaU-Vattam, (the Temple of Bhadra-khU)^ of 
Ganapali'kavu (or the Temple of Ganaputty.)

34. Thus many rites, were ordained, and thatnothing might 
prevent the performance of their own Ceremonies the jDeta< 
Bramhanar received the Land fiom the Arddka^Brahmanar 
according to the Orders of Sri Parasu Rama, 

35. Upon which they divided that Land into different De-t 
sams (or Cantons) in their names, to which Desams they gavo 
different names, and in each they erected a Kshetram (jot 
Temple) and consecrated it and placed an Image in thern^ 
and performed Puja with Lamps, and adorned the whole 
with Garlands^ and they placed the protecting Deities or . 
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SthanO'Devam^ DkermO'Devam, and Sthala'Pafa*Devat 
ta in their Houses^ and performed Worship to them; also 
they established Urpalli Devi in their own Desams, and peri 
formed the persciibed Ceremonies. 

36. They also established Adama (or Bondage) and Kudde^* 
ma (or Husbandry) and protected the Adiar (or Slaves) and 
Koddiar (or Husbandmen) and appointed Tara (or villages) 
fend Tara^vaatu-kar (or Heads of villages) and by their m6ans 
took the Duties of^ Kanna^ — Kye^—Kalpana, — Avakasam* 
And Protected and Preserved them from lessening and falling: 

37. They then Established the Privileges of their respective 
stations^ to the Kuddiar, the Kilykur (or State of Inferiors); 
and to themselves (the Taravatukdr) the Mailaykur (or state 
of Superiors) ; to ihe Kuddiar ihe Kanam or Custom of tak- 
ing Lands on lease, and to themselves the Jenmam or Privi<« 
lege of holding Lands in Property. 

38 In this panner they established and continued the 
Custom of Kanam and Jenmam; and erected Houses 
for the Bramins in each village, who then resided in the Gra-* 
mams and performed their Religious Duties or Deva Fu- 
ja, and also their PilrUPuja ; and with the Bramins of 
the 64 Gramamsihe ArddhO'Btamhanar are remaining. 

39. The origin of the name o£ Arddha^Bramhanar is because 
they received Land from Sri-Parasn'Rama, one half of their 
Braminhood wa^ diminished, on which account they are called 
Arddfui'Bramhanar (or half Bramins). 

40. The Distinction of Feda-Bramhanar arises from their 
«tudy o£ theFedams, and Sdstramsy and they have four Fedams 
and six Sastrams — hence they are denominated Feda Bram: 
hanar, 

41. The FdUNamhi and Paltena-Nambi are both Arddha 
Bramhanar. To the first were assigned the Duties of — 
Ayudha Panikuly Bearers of Weapons^ or Arms.

From their performing these duties they obtained the name 

of l^dl^nambi or Swordsmen. 

42. To the FaUena-Nambi was assigned the Sankka (or 
Shell) and Kuda (^or UmbreVa). If in the execution of their 
duty any person offer them up to death or treat them with 
contempt, they are not to resist, and in these cases they are 
only to blow the shell and remain without Food ; hence their 
jiame Pattena-NamhL 

43. In this manner when sixty four Gramams and twenty 
one Desams were established, the sixty-four Gramams assem-< 
bled and ordained or fixed that a Raksha Purusha should be e« 
lected once in three years in Order to punish and protect. 

44. There were also appointed NdUKullakams (pt Four 
Courts or Assemblies) at 

1 Punniur 2 Paruvu 3 Chenganiur and 4 Parum CheUnr* 

In this manner there are Four. 

45. In order to appoint, if these Four Kullakams agree or 
concur in the Election it is sufficient ; so they settled. 

46. But some say that of these the Chenganiur KuUakam, 
is not included in the sixtyfour Gramums ; but they who say so 
are not well informed. — The cause of their saying so is this. 

47. The people of Chenganiur- Gramam assembled and re- 
ceived the Kshetra-samandam (or Management of the Holy 
3 laces) from the sixty four. 

48. Afterwards numbers of Tamuller came thither and be- 
tween the Tamuller Bramins who came, and the Brahmauar 
who were already residing there, arose disputes about tiie Ce- 
remony of Burning a Dead Body — Upon which all the Tamid* 
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ier assembled, consulted together, and took the people of that 
place, with the sixty foor who granted the Kshelra^samandam 
and pulled away the dead Corpse and threw it into the River — 
diis was done by the people of Chenganiur Gramam and there- 
fore some say they are not included in the 64 Gramams. But how 
they became TamuUar and what the Truth was ? and how the 
Brahma-HaVya which had been incurred, was cleared from 
them ? Iswar only knows. 

49. Besides the said four Kulakams that were established, 
were four Verna Kulakams or assemblies of the representatives 
of the four Castes. 

I. Irungn'*yani'Koda is the Bramhana Kulakam. 
1, Muly-Kalam is the Kshetrly a Kulakam. 

3. Paravur is the Vaisya Kulakam, 

4. AyeranuKolam is the Sudra Kulakam, 

In this manner there are four Verna^Kulakams or Assemblies 
or Courts representing the four Castes, v 

50. Besic'esthe four Avaroda Kulakam (or Electing As- 
semblies) at I Parum'Ckelur, 2 Panniur^ 3 Chenganiur and 
4 Paravur; the Gramams ( or villages) of, 

' 1 Irungn'yani'koda 2 Muli-kolam 3 Paruvur and 4 Jr/C'* 
rani Kolam determined in order that nothing might obstruct, 

or interrupt the Daily Business on that account, each of the 

said four Gramams should have a House in the village pf Ko- 

dangalur, 

51. Prom the village of PflrMtJwr, from the Houses of Yalam 
Taroiy J ax\d Cadambanad ; from these two houses they should 
keep one man in the Nitya Taly (or Chief-House or Palace) 
who should be TalWyadri and rule. 

52. Prom the village of Ayerani^Kolam from the Houses of 
Caringumpalli and of Churuvullif among these two they should

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keep one man in the Kil Taly (or Lesser Palace) who should 
be a KU-Tala^yadrt (or Inferior Ruler) and rule. 

53. From the village of Muli kolam. £ J! ,

should keep one man in the Mail Taly (or Superior Palace) 
who should be a Talayadri and rule ; but no married man was 
to be appointed to the said situation ; and only Old Men or 
Boys / on condition of remaining unmarried^ might be appoint- 
ed till their Death. 

55, The 64 Gramams assembled thus Ordered that the four

61. Haste Ho ! The Bramins of £era/am that they might 
perform their Religious Duties and that their Ceremonies 
might be protected in Malayalam which was created by Para^ 

' »u Ram, there were four Provincial Divisions made, viz. 

1. South of Gokarnam and North of the Parum River in 
Tulu Nad was the Tuluva Rajyam. 
5. South of the Parum River in Tulu Nad and North of 
§ Pudu Patnam was called the Kuva-Rajyam 

3. To the South of Pudu Patnam and North of Kannati was 
called Keralam, 

4. To the South of Kannati and Noith of Kanya Kumariwas

62 Parasu llama to remove the Fira'Hatya Dosham 
(or Sin of Slaughtering men) having now brought many Bram-^ 
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hanar and placed them in the Four Kandams, and established 
the Brakmaswam (or Property of the Bramina) suspected that 
they would go away on account of the trouble of the serpents ; 
and Sri Parasu Rama being grieved in his mind, called the . 
Eight chief Snakes together with Ananden &c. and prayed 
to them, saying " Trouble not the Brakmanar whom I with 
''great difficulty have brought and placed here.— You must 
*' reside one in each different Kshelram and remain on one side, 
and Preserve the Offspring and Houses of the Brakmanar who 
wU also protect you" — Thus he said and received their coii«4 
sent. 

63. While it was sd in Arya-Variam, the Ayrorkurra Bram^ 
hannr and a great concourse of People having assembled at 
Kuru Kshefram^ Sri Parasu Ramen having heard thereof, he 
immediately went thither, and paid his respects to the JBro* 
mins and thus said. 

64. '^ I have established Keralam in order to grant it as a 
** Gift to you ; therefore you must come to reside there and 
*' perform the different Duties of Religion by which I hope 
*^ or desire to obtain Salvation." 

65. At that time the People of the 64 Gramams assembled to-

(or Property to the Bramins) and because they held up their 
hands and received that'Do^^^rm (or sin) they were called 
Wttrala Purusha, on which account they with the remamix^j* 
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people do not perform the JndtUkdryam (or Bite oF 
Betrothing) together. 

67. The 64 villages assembled, considered as follows ^* Which 
is the best way for us to preserve this Rajyam ? " — thus they 

Nionsidered — The 64 Gramams then assembled resblved " We 
should appoint a Protector amongst us/' which they did accord- 
ingly, and appointed that the person they elected should reside

80. The Taly^adris in these Soruvoms being Inferior Talya* 
dris^ they did not give the Sixth in Mana ndd to the 
Kaja but only granted the Virutu The Shat-Bh&gam (or sixth 
Share) from the lands of all was enjoyed by the Raksha^Puru-* 
skumars ; but that sixth Share was a second time enjoyed by the 
Talliyadrimar.

108 Then by the favor o£ Ismar, a Maha-Hishi (or Great 
sage) came thither, whose name was Jangaman ; and the whole 
of the Bramins who were there, assembled together, and declar- 
ed their iSanAra^am (or Trouble) to the Maha-Rishi when the 
Maha^Riski answered " I shall whisper you a Prayaschitam 
(or Form of Purification) to expiate the sin of Pollution which 
arises in your Cooking Places ; For which purpose after Sunset 
you should place Lamps, and the Bramins should make the 
Pradakshinam round the Lamps, dressed in the Tdru, tying the 
Mailmundu over it and putting on the Pavitram (or Ring on 
the fourth finger) holding the Karant'Dulu (a kind of Grass) 
and in that place, you are to Worship, and believe that to be 
the True-Religion of Siva. 

109. He then recited to them a Gdnam (or Hymn) which is 
the principal Mantram in the Sdm^Vedam, and which Gdnam 
consisted of Four Pddams ; and he said. ^* If you perform 
Worship in this manner you will be released from your trou« 
bles."

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lieport of Bahu Rao, Maratta Translator to Col. 
C. Mackenzie, of his Journey to Pondicherry 
Karacal, %c. along the Coast for the purpose 
of collecting Historical Information, Coins, Sfc. 
from the %^th December, 1816, <o ^Ith May, 
1817.* 

December 24th, 1816.— Having received the Money, 
ordered for my expenses from Kavelli Venhata JLaksh^ 
mij/ah I left Madras and arrived at Vanien Chowdi. 

25th. — Thence proceeded to MahabaUpuram col- 
lected some coins, on the way at Paiipollam^ Decanai* 
r/and Salvakupam a,nd the other places along the Coast 
i?here ancient Colas are usually found. 

26th.— By order I waited upon Messrs. Clark, 
Gwatkin and the other Gentlemen, who were on an ex- 
cursion here, they ordered me to shew them all the curi- 
osities, accordingly I shewed them all the remarkable 
places as Mahish Asura Mardliani and Ashta Grama 
JJevali. 

27th. — Proceeded with those GenUemen <o Sa* 
dras and shewed them the Kasi Modu or Eminence 
where Coins are found at Kalipakam on tiie further oc 
South side of Sadras ; at their desire I procured same an- 
cient copper Coins, which I shewed them : they did not 
return me the Coins. 

28ih.— Mr. Clarke sent for rae and expressed his 
wish to visit the Mantapam\ that was lately discovered 
on the South side near Salvakupam together with J^^^^i

29(h and SOtli.— Having given every informafi- 
on«or' iJahabaUpur to those Gentlemen, in token of iheir 
satisfaction witli my assiduity they offered me four Star 
Pagodas whicli 1 declined to receive for fear of losing my 
character with my Master. 

31 St.— I proceeded hy myself to Salvakupam and 
Devanaiti and procured some coins. I then wrote 
a Letter to my Master and delivered it together with the 
Coins and the account of the Temple of Cadambadi 
IJtvij into tiie] hands of the 1 tndel Ueddi.— (See haU 
ter; No. ) 

January 1st 1817.— I left Mahabalipur and arrived at 
Sadras collecting Coins at Kalipakam and other places. 

2d and Sd —Thence I proceeded to Alampara^ 
called upon the woman who had formerly di&covereti 
some Roman Gold Coins and had promised me any 
others she miglit find : she assured me that she had been 
searching every morning and evening with her bags but 
had not yet got any ; as before when she had found two 
Ancient Gold Coins, (supposed to be Roman.) on that 
height, she made no doubt but that she might procuie 
some other Coins before I returned from Pondicherrt^ ; 
afterwards I assembled about SO Fishermen, and search^ 
ing m the Eminences found some Copper Coins, Bead«| 
&c. &c.* 

4th.— Thence I went to KunimodUj where is a large 
ruined Fort, and obtained some Coins. 

5lh. — Thence I arrived at Pondicherri and at 2 GoW8 
Sontli of it collected Coins upon different heights between 
Ktinimodri and Pondicherri/^ waited on Lieut. Sim and 
delivered my master's letter to him, who on perusing it 
ordered me to come to his Tent at the Village of SorapeL 
and promised to give me every assistance that 1 would 
require.

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6tli.— I left PomficAfrry and went <o the Yillagcs at 
S Govts distance West, waited on Ltent. Sim, who suppli- 
ed me with' some money on my Masters account and 
sent a Peon to accompany me to Teruvakaira* and to 
enquire any curiosities there, and to get particular ac- 
coants of them.' 

7th.— I left Sorapei and arrived at Teruvakaira. 

The Tradition of this place relates i\\2Li?LRakshasa named 
Vyaghra Asur son of Chakra Asttr formerly performed 
Tapas to Chandra Sekhara Swami in order to obtain the 
gracious visitation of that Deiiy ; God pleased with his 
Devotion graciously appeared,t and desired him to ask 
what he wanted : he requested that he should be exempt-* 
ed from the trouble of Death to which mortals are 
subject; the God accordingly bestowed the Divine 
Varam^ upon which the Rakshasa became arro- 
gant, and became to persecute all the Devatas who thea 
complained against him before God, who thereupon sent 
for Badhra Kali and ordered her to slay the Rakshasa ; 
which she did ; at that time the two sisters Vairi and 
Mahishi prepared t Laddu^ and offered them to the 
JJevaias to relea«e their brother from death. In proof 
whereof several round stones resembling cakes to<rether 
with a great Tree of stone the vestiges of the Rakshasa 
are still found upon the Hill. 

I went there and saw all the Curiosities, the Caverns 
&c. procured accounts of them and of the Devatams by 
means of some aged people and Pujaris^ l)esi(les I col- 
lected several pieces of the Stony Tree and Cakes.

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8th.— Thence I went to the Villaflfe of Vedur ^here is 
a D^a/am and ten houses of the Jainas^ visited Vanaar 
Nainar ^m\ ApandaNainar learned men there, and reqiiesi- 
ed them to give me particular account of their Uujas 
and Cast and of the old Basils^ accordingly they gave, me 
a samll Cadjan Book lo co:)y, on which I employed a 
learned Bramin, who copied it off for me. 

9th to 1 1th.— Lcavincr Vtdur^ I proceeded on my 
ivay \o Kaddalur and arrived ikiere; I bought some Coins 
in the Biizar, and copied some inscriptions on Stone ia 
the Dercalam of Terapaipalar. 

l^tli. — I wrote a leiter to my Master and delivered it 
Lieut. Sim to be dispatched to Madras. 

13th to I7th. — Heft Kaddalur and arrived at Verant" 
|7a<fZ7M,North 8 miles distant, where formerly Palia Raya 
and Ponia Raya Nephews of Raja Tondaman of the race 
of Adivira Ram Pandian built Verampafam : It is said 
that he had there a great Fowl, called Ponaj/en Saveli it 
iivas of the height of an E ephant and ornamented with a 
large iron chain on his neck ; that its strength was so 
^reat that it could throw down a house by the flapping of 
its wings. This extraordinary circumstance being known 
to their Uncle Rai/ Tondaman he considered witli liimself 
that some great danger would happen to his own Fowls, 
and therefore killed tlie aforesaid Ponayen Sazel by an 
arrow ; then Palia Raya coming to Uie knowledge of 
this circumstance, made* War with his Uncle, and they 
both lost their lives in tiie battle at Veratnpatam, upon 
^hich Ponia Raya beinsr greatly grieved at the death of 
liis Brotiier and of his Uncle, placed a Val (or a lar^e 
Nail) on the ground, and sat down on the top, and depart* 
ed this life. 

Some time hereafter Adi Padnchi and Naili Padh" 
chi and other PoUigars came from the Western Country 
and peopled this place: Having procured the particular 
account tliereof together with some coins, I returned to' 
Lieut. Sim at Pondi cherry.

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18th.— Leaving Pandicherrtf^ I proceeded to the STa/- 
iook of Trtcadi^ with a letter from Lieut. Sim to Mr. 
Hjiie, and obtaining the Collectors orders to the Village 
people, I copied off a few stone Inscriptions in the Deva* 
lam of Teruvadi wherein I could not find the year of 
^alivahan but only tlie month and date. As I considered 
useless fv)r my master I did not take off Fac Similes, and I 
proc'urcti some account of th^ Jainas and Kurumbas who 
rul(*(i u\ Tondir Mandalam^ together with some Coins ia 
the Bazar and arrived at* Pondicherri/^ and on ihe 17th 
I dispatched a Basket containing the Books^ variousStones, 
Coins, &c. by a Cooly to Madras. 

Frebruary 1st.— I watted on Lient. Sim, who gave me 
a letter trom my Master received from Madras, and told 
me that lie was going to Karical and Tranquebar and 
that I should hold myself in readiness to follow him to col- 
lect Accounts and Coins at those places, but that I shoiild 
meantime prepare the ViCcoxxixi of Dexianampatnam. 

2d. — \ left Pondicherry foT Devanampainam 10 miles 
South of it ; collecting Coius ou the road, on different 
heights. 

3d. to lOth.— I went to Devanampainam and enquired 
for Ancient Books of the establishment of that Town, the 
people said that they had lost all the accounts and docu- 
ments, &c. during the disturbances of Hyder Ali^ upon 
whicii I collected about twenty aged men, from whom I 
procured accounts, together with some Ancient Coius, 
upon that height. 

11th to 16th. — I copied the inscriptions that were in the 
Devalam of Teruvenjepur and Verupapalur^ wrote 
a letter to my Master, and delivered it to Xieut. Sim for 
dispatch to Madras. 

17th. to 19th.— I was employed enquiring for the ac- 
count of the Ancient Chola Rajas and Pandia Rajas 
who ruled in Tondir Mandalam^ from the learned men 
living at Pondicherrt/, 

SOth.— I wrote a letter to my Master and dispatched it 
to Madras by a Cooly with a basket coutaioing Books, 
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Coins, and five kinds of Eortli, procnred on llie Hill of 
Tirurerjepur together with the account of Decanampat* 
nam in the Maratta Language. 

21st. to 26th.— I was employed translating the account 
of the Jainas and the Kurumbas who ruled in Tondir" 
mandaiam, which I procured at Truvalcaira, Terawadi, 
Tet utenjepur and Devanawpntnam and other places, 
mean time I received a letter from Lieut. Sim, sajing 
that I should first follow his Bafrjorarre to KaricaL and 
that the business which I had to do here, could be finish- 
ed on my return from Tranquebar, I accordingly fiuibhed 
the translation and was ready to proceed. 

March 1st. to Sd.— I was attending on Lieut. Sim, and 
delivered a packet contaiuiiior the orisrinnl and translation 
of the Jahws^ for him to frank and dispatch to Madras; 
and then took leave of him to go to KaricaL 




the Baznr together \\iih the accounts of the Chola and 
Pandia Rajas from the learned people. 

9th. — I waited upon Lieut. Sim, at Tranquebar who 

directed me to procure the account of the Jtajas and 

some Ancient Coins there until he returned from £a* 
ricaL 

10th. to 11th. — I proceeded to the different heights, 
procured Coins, purchased some in tlie Bazar from the 
Shroffs, i visited Mr. AUcur, who has a collection of dif- 
ferent Coins, and requested him to shew them to me, he 
desired me to come the next day and that be would ihew 
me every thing as I wished. 

19th.— I waited on Lieut. Sim and acquainted htm a- 
bout the Coins of Mr. Allcur upon which he took me to 
Mr. Allcur's house^ shewed me all the Coins and told me 
look out for any Roman Gold or Copper Coins, accord- 
ingly I searched for about two hours, but could find no 
lloman Coins. > 
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ISth.— Lieut, Sira gave me 10 star Pagodas tvitli a let- 
ter (o Mr. Thackeray, assistant Collector at Tanjore, ia 
orclor to «ret a particular account of the Pudircul Gopo* 
ram o( Buddha which is situated about a quarter of a mile 
IVordi of lSagapatnamiogei\\Qt yi\i\x the Coius of Kari'^ 
caly Nagur and other places. 

14th. — I left Tranquebar and went to Karical 6 miles 
S )uth, I went by the Sea side and searched for Coins np« 
onthe height!)* there but could find none, bought some 
Coins in the Bazar. 

15th.--Left Karical and arrived at Nagapatam at 8 
miles ^outh by the roac) oi Nagur^ collecting some Coins 
oa the way in the Bazar. 

16th to ITtU.—Waited on Mr. Thackeray and deli- 
vered Lieutenant Sim's letter to him who on perusal 
gave me an order to the Village people, together with 
a Peon, and ordered me to shew him all the Histories 
aud Curiosities, I am collecting in his District, with 
^Iiich I complied and took leave of him to go to the 
aeighbouriug villages. 

18th to 50th.— I copied the Sthala Purdnam of Sunder 
Ha j;i Swami and Kanyarohen Swami of Nagapatam ; aud 
the Slpi Sastram or art of making Statues for iheBouddha$ 
and Jainas and constructing JJevalaniSj &c. together 
with the account of Puduvole Gopuram which says 
that while the Bouddlia Uajas were ruling in the cotu- 
mencement of the Salivahan Sakam they built the 
Temples at Teruvij/aty Kelananamchariy Nelapadiy 
Maradambat and other places together with a large 
Gopuram at a quarter of a mile North from Nagapatam 
and carved the Images according to the Bouddah 
Sastram and built a large Town, performed every 
kind of ceremonies to the God, and ruled there ; As 
the Bouddhas used to eat Fish, there arose a great differ-

Aner tlie Bouddhns had fled and the Jain Governntent 
iv:is cstal)lislie.l, rnatiy people tried to carry off the pro- 
perty from the said Puduvole Gopuram hut iliey could 
not; sit Inst a Brahmin Priest of tiie Sri Vaishnava sect 
named Terumevje Ahar came to this place and tried very 
niucii to obtain the Treasures oi Puduzali Gopurum but 
could not; he then enquired of some old people, bj 
ivhom this Puduvole Gopuram was built, and in what part 
of the country they are now ; they answered that in the 
commencement of the Salroahan i^akam^ during the reign 
of the Bouddha Kaj^is, they built lUm Puduvati Gopuram 
l)ut some time afterwards they were banished lo Khandif 
Country by the Juina Rajas; about that period a Bouddha 
»^'anf/asi named llemazcanla secreted much treasure in 
that Gopuram^ nwd placed a Chakram over it to guard 
the Treasure, wherefore if you go to Kandj/ the Bouddha 
peonle will explain to you the best means of procuring 
llie Treasury of Puduvali Gopuram. Accordingly he 
])rocccded to the Kandy Country visited the Bouddha 
Samyasis who tlien enquired of Terumenje Alwar. •' Who 
are you and from whence iloyou come ?" Terumenje Alwat 
replied ''That became from Chola Mandalam.''^ The

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Jlouddha Sant/asi enquired, " Did you ever see our Pu'^ 
duvali Gopuram at Nagapatnam vfhich is surrounded by 
a large Chakram on the top ?" Terumenje Alwar answer- 
ed, '• The Chakram that revolved round on tlie top is 
entirely stopt.' The Bouddha Sanj/asi said ''As tliat 
country contains a great abundance of Plantain Trees, 
the Chakram has stopt ;" He then enquired " Whether 
the Mohara Cullu (or Great Stone Slab of the Gate) is 
still standing or not,*' Terumenje Alwar answered '• It is 
placed." Then the Bouddha Sanj/asi said " As the coun- 
try is Punji Perla (or al)ound'.ng with Cotton), it is 
placed ;" Afterwards the Bouddha Sanj/asi asked " Whe- 
ther the Garbha Guddi and the Ponyaru or steps of the 
Tank Kamaki Ayala (or Teruvalur were completed" he 
answered '• Yes they are completed,'' The Bouddha 
Sanyasi said '* As there are plenty of Vralmin in that 
country ii^is therefore completed. 

Terumenje Alwar keeping these things in his heart, 
came to Nagapatam, collected one or two hundred Men 
got some Plantain Trees and planted them round the 
Chakram on the top of Puduvali Gopuram. by which the 
movement and virtue of the CAoAram was entirely stopt. 
Terumenje Alwar then entered into the Temple, broke 
down the first Ankanam^ and carried off all the valuable 
property upon carts. On arriving near the village of 
I'erukonagudi the morning broke, whereupon he buried 
the Treasure and sat down there with his people. The 
Villagers coming with their bullocks in the morning to 
plough, desired his people to get up; but Terumerrje 
Alwar told them, *^ This is our own place: no one can 
ploucrh here without our consent" Whereupon there arose 
a violent dispute among them which lasted till 5 o'Clock, 
then Terumenje Alwar pronounced a. Malediction that 
^^ No water should spring in that NuW^ and as this quai^* 
rell was not settled in a satisfactory manner he cursed 
that ^* No disputes should ever hereafter be settled in this 
place'' as he was troubled here for want of sleep he 
cursed, that persons under a Tamarind tree should not 
sleep during the uight in this place. All which conti- 
nues till this time ^s described in the following Tamul

them two Pagodas and promised to pay the rest withia 
fifteen days. Having thus settled, I acquainted niy -Mas* 
ter by leUer, thereof. Mean time some other head 5'/a- 
nikul hikvius got notice of my Negotiation went directly 
to the Deoalam and saw the Image, and coming to my 
lodging, they reiurned the money advanced declaring 
that they would never a^ree to sell the Image even for 
thousands, I thereupon resolved to wait for ray Master'i 
orders before I should apply to the Collector; but ac- 
quaiuted Venknt Rao the headSeristadar of the Cutchery, 
aud meantime forbid the Slanikul to melt down the Image, 
(hs we were apprehensive of) without the Collector's 
permission ; I went myself to the place where it had beea 
dug up, an(l employed four Coolies to dis^ to the depth of 
a man but fiudiui^ only a stone Image of Bouddah and two 
covered Boitddha wells, I suspended further search and 
returned to my house. 

Slst. — I went to the village of Nelapadi six miles west^ 
vhere during the Government of the Bouddha Kajas a large 
Nagar had existed and in a Devalam according to the 
liouddha Sastram, two stone Images had been placed, and 
worshipped with all kind of Ceremonials. At present the 
Deoalam is entirely destroyed and sunk to the earth, and 
only the two Images remain, their faces towards one ano- 
ther; there I visited some Jaina people and enquired for 
the ancient History of the place; as they were inimical 
to the Bouddhas they would give no direct answers, and 
only said ^' they understood nothing of these things 
save what regarded their own religion," therefore I took ' 
down some account of the Jainas from these people. 

22nd. — Thence I went to Kekmamcmqhari^ where I 
found some old Pa/u/aram^ and enquired for the ancient 
Histories and Traditions of the Chola Rajas, Chera Kajas 
and Pandia Rajas, and they gave me some account of 
Cuna Pandia^ Somasunder Pandia^ &c. 

23rd to 30th. — Thence I proceeded to Terwallur by 
the way of Teruviat and Maradambat^ &c. there are some 
stone Images of Bouddha of the height of from one or two 
men. Formerly during the Government of Virya Vaden^^ 
ga Sokn sou of Manuneta Sokn^ a widow of tlie Tpndaman 
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Caitlliatirat Uiiog ht Adi I'eia Mimpil Grofnam oao 
tnile e«it of Tmnatitr. tiad it 9aii,whose PuTenU liail tturi- 
c(i inucbTicasiire in that Villiige : ivbcii tlie lad wa« ol ait 
Btfc lotriiilin Wie PtiUieulam it Imppeiirtl ih.it a cmain 
PaiKhangi (or CalcuderUiaiiiiii) numcAiumiarlak wtio utod 
lo guiullie neigliUoiiiiiig tiilagct to rehearse the i'an- 
cAon^Mi ill Ihv wny ofhU CHlliiig, uu tlie rouij passing 
by where the Ticasure was hul, lie rcpcH(e<ily m«l 1li«

tti Ut hiiu like Sepora : at tlicir nieeliii^ he used to repeat 
io lliem (hv PaHC/tangfim as he relutiicd to his own house; 
in this mnniier it cuirliitiied fur some lime; llie Demon 
tX last xaitl lo him *' Why tlo you cmie here every day to 
lead the Patichdngam ? What Uctiefit do you expect I'rom 
Ub J'' The PamiKingi aiihwcred. that ■* He vrnnletl no- 
Ihitig bul titeir fiivor," The Dvvil then told hjiu " There 
]» acertaiii Widon'n eon who reads in Ihc School in this 
villaice, whose nnceslors buried n great deaicif Treaeiirc 
jn litis place. We are Ueniiins, and atctherefure giiiirO* 
ing il here, if you goto hiiu, and bring a Draft fioiii itiiu

l)»y tipidg youiig was not able lo write bat from that ttnta 
the Panch&ugi »'SKiX \o {aK<^ \iiiii and give him iusiiuclioit 
in the Alpliabi^I.&c.aiid having obtained some knowledge, 
lie one day loUl the buy to write upon a Cad/an leaf an 
order for a thousand Pagodas payable lo the Panch&agi 
in order to eee a Specimen of his hand writing : I lie boy 
B<^ordingly wrnle this and the Panchang't carried and 
aliened it lo the Demom who inmiediately paid the sum. 
This coiitiiiiK'il for suiuedays, the lad grew np dav by 
day, and oblninod (he complete favor of the Chota Itajix 
and a very Incralive employment; At the expiration of 
some time, the Kaja havin;; raised an nrmy ngainst the 
Kalinga Haja left the charge of liis Government lo the 
youth, conferred on him the litle oi Karatidliar 'I'umbt- 
man and marched to the Northward, 

Mean while the circnnistanee of the Hidden Trrasnre^ 
mine to Ihe knowledge of Karanahar Tondaman, who 
wt'iit lo the aforesaid place took possesi^ion of the whole 
'I'leatiurc, built the Xi:iuplc,il/»»fa/}ai7i Sec. at I'fruwHnr 
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distributed abundance in Charity^ placed several Inscrip* 
oils oil the South, West, North and East Walls of ihe 
Karanakar Tondaman ; from that time the place where 
tr<ie Treasure was buried is generally called Gaddram 
Kundam. 

i Virya Vadengan having conquered the Northerni 
country returned to Teruvallur where he saw all the Cha- 
rities oi Karanakar Tondaman and desired him to fix the 
Charity iu his naraoas he was ruling instead of him; this he 
Xefused saying '• he could not ;" afterwards the liaja asked 
' liiiQ to give to him the Charity of the water of Kamal A/at/* 
em where the cattle drank at noon time, to which he would 
not agree, whereupon the Raja was highly enraged and 
caused the head of Karanakar Tondaman to be taken off. 

• 
When the Rajah returned from the Northward he 
brought with him the Images of Vigneswav Durgd 
and Mahishasura Mardhani and placed them iu lUe 
JOevalamy wherein they remain to this day. 

I also took a complete copy of the Kamal Alaya Ma* 
hdtmani of Teruvallur^ ax\ account of these Rajahs is parti- 
cularly given in the Kyfeyat. 

I thereafter went to Dipamgaddi a Village five miles 
West, where formerly during the Government of Chilta* 
rasu and Puvarasu the Jain Rajahs built a Deoalam^ 
with seven courts and walls and set up an Image, aitd 
peopleil or founded the Gramam and established fes- 
tivals, &c. 

While it was so, on a certain day the Jain people in- 
ending to make a Procession in the Village, lighted ma- 
ny Flambeaus and went into the Village ; but the neigh- 
bouring Palligars came with their followers, attacked 
them, raised a great disturbance, extinguished the Lamps ; 
from that time the Village has been generally called by 
the name of Dipam Guddi, 

Afterwards in the Salivahan Sakam> year 1522 in the 
Cycle year Plavah a certain Jain Sanyassi named Ma* 
nibhadra^ finding this Ancient Temple at Dipam Gud" 
dU in ruins, reared a new and smaller oue^ built about twea-

April Isf. lo 7ih.— I went to Utijin/tnniir Giiddi and co« 
pied the Sthuhi Put/mam of Hnja Copal Saami toge- 
ther wiiU lUe pnrUcuUr account of the Jaiim Dcca&m 
ther«. 

It sayt thnt when Maredalla H/aharnJa wns ruling' st 
Mtijamapur he prepared to cclebriiie the fi-stivul of Hi* 
Uoddeits Chenda Mart in the monlh of Chiitifr^ ii«fi>ro 
all tb« Conriiers ; he then ordered a Taliari ii;imed CAuin 
dra Karmen,lo go out of the (own, aiidsrize one mule and 
one lemnle luid bring them direcilj io be sncriflrd (A 
CAifne/iini(j)-nn order lo perform ihe tilps of the feftival. 
Atlhnllirae one Svdh&lachari nttondetl h_v his Sish^a^ot 
Di«ciples) oOO in number bnppeiied lo Iinll in llic sniif 
Dfxul/im, wliu hud permillcd two of his Disciulcs u mals 
and a female named Abbai/a riiclii and ^nAayn-nu/^ 
to go without tlie town lo lake their food and lo rciurn Hi- 
rccily ; the Taliari meeting them tcized and hroit*ht 
them to Maredala Maharaja, who was much plcnseil nod 
took a Swotd iu bis owu Laud before Chendamaril 



Goddess ; then the whole of the courtiers blessed the Ra- 
ja and requested them to be sacrificed soon ; meantime 
they both said " You being a Raja Chandra or cold 
like the moon, ought to support all people as your chil- 
dren.*' The Raja was much surprised to see the boldness 
of the young men, laid down his sword and enquired 
of them, *^ What is the reason that you assumed .th« 
hramhacharee Vrtttam in this youthful state," they an- 
swered, ^*Our circumstances ought not to be explain- 
ed to such a cruel person as you are ; but only to vir- 
tuous peo()le (iierefore mind your business" the Raja 
becoming fearful, prostrated at their feet, and earnestly 
entreated them to explain their circumstances at full 
length, saying that they will no doubt obtain Kailasam 
ou hearing their circumstances : they began as follows. 

*• Whde Anoka Maha Raja was rtiling at Vujain* 
painam he had a son named Yasodhar by his con- 
sort Chnndramati^ whom after he had attained the 
age of sixteen years he got married to a Princess named 
Amurtapati^ wiio bore liim a son named Yasomattei/en. 
C)a a certain evening, while Asoka Maha Raja was 
sitting with his wife on the top of his palace, a thick 
rlou(i gathered in the sky, and in a moment afterwards 
disappeared. Then Asoka Maha Raja considering that 
life was uncertain, left his family, installed his son Yaso* 
dharen^-dvi\\ went himself to the woods to perform Tapas 
(or Penance.) 

Afterwards while his son Yasodhar Maha Raja was 
f uling over the Raft/am on a certain day as he was in bed 
with his Consort Amartapatli in the palace about 4 o'Clock 
in the morning a Mahaut (or Elephant driverj named 
Ashtabhanga began to sing very charmingly. Amvrtapatti 
bearing this beautiful song, became enamoured of him, and 
immediately sent one of her female slaves, named Guna* 
vati to bring him to her-»she went there, and finding that 
it was a nasty Elephant driver was singing, she came and 
acquainted her mistress of it, who then said " Whomso- 
ever a woman has fixed her affections onjie is the husband^ 
therefore go and bring him to me immediately ;" the slave 
accordingly went and brought and introduced him.

The Rajalmving died \pitli- the sin of Iiavin^ killed a 
Fowl of Meal, attached to htm, was reborn as a Pariaraf 
Vindhanagar and his mother as a Bitch in the Karad Desam 
iiud after their death, having passed their soiiis into 
different births as Porcnpine, Sheep, Snake, Crocodile, 
and havinsr died often, they were at last born as Fowls at 
thehoHseof a Pariar at Yttjeni-patnam^ who some time 
kfter wards presented the Fowls to the Raja who then deli*^ 
Vered them to the care of Chendakarma. 

While it was so on a certain day, the Raja and his 
Queen, went to the woods on an hunting: excursion: seein^^ 
Muniswar there the Raja requested him to tell him 
what had passed and what was to happen ; mean time the 
said Fowls having prostrated to the Mvniswar sXooA be^ 
fore him with their wings closed ; then Yasomati took a 
IS word called Sapta Bhadi and cut off the fowl's heads, oa 
i¥hich they immediately entered the womb of a certain 
Queen : after which a boy named Abhaya Ruchiaud a girl 
named Abhaya Matti^ were born. In our infancy wo 
^ iveni 10 Sudhatdchdri and learhing all his particular cir- 
cumstances, we obtained the rules of a Bramhachdri 
and came with Sudhatdchari aeccorapanied by his Five- 
hundred disciples to yonr Raja Mahapuri Painam. To. 
day Sudhatdchari having ordered us to go to town to take 
our victuals, and return immediately, and accordingly 
'when we were on our way, your Tuliaree came^ seized 
upon, and brought us to your majesty ; as we killed a 
Fowl made of flour, we have been borw in so many dif-^ 
ferent sliapes and have undergone all this trouble^ Ndn 
ridaita Maha-raja. hearing this circumstance, was seiz- 
ed with fear and postponed the sacrifice, meantime Chen* 
damari having appeared in her original form prostrat<« 
ed herself to them and ordered her disciples not to kill 
any fowls or other animals hereafter, but to offer the five 
kinds of food, from that time the Jainas do not kill any 
animals: the particulars of this are stated in the Ki/Jiat 
of Raja Manor Guddi.

After I had copied these Books I returned the orijcinal 
to the Sanj/asiy who then told me that he was the jL-hief 
or Higli Priest of all the Lingam Kati and Kuramber^^ 
-&c. that are in the country" from Ramnad to Bemiras^ 
he was able to get for rae a particular account of the for- 
ty-eight Chola Rajas and sixty-four Pandia Rajas and 
Kurambers^ with their dates ; together with the Matsi/a^ 
Kurma^ Vaidha and other gold Coins for 2 or SOOO 
years back; upon which I desired him togetme the afore- 
said accounts, &c. he promised that he would prcj>;ire 
the greatest part of them very soon, and send them io 
'Madras, by XnsKayestha (or head Manager) : after making 
this promise, he told me, that he maintained himself by 
an annual contribution levied on his followers from seve- 
ral years : after the Hon'ble Coujpany have seques'eied 
the Country, many of them are still obedient, and pay the 
allowance, but some are refractory, and decline giving the 
customary allowances, aiid at times, if he attempts to pu- 
nish ihem according to their religion, tliey threaten iliat 
they will complain against him to the Judge of the Zillah^ 
who will in that case send for both, and make them stand 
equal without regarding- the quality of the Priej>t, and 
enquiring the matter : for fear of this dishonour, he takes 
no notice of the refractory conduct of his Disciples : h« 
therefore wishes to have some document fron\ the Hon'- 
ble Company authorizing him to receive the annual al- 
lowance from his Disciples. As the Kurambers that 
ruled in Tondir Mandalam and other places were all his 
Disciples^ he promised to procured roe a particular ac- 
count of them with dates within a month, together witli 
some Gold Coins.

. Waited at Kumhhdkonam to get the account of Nemi 
Jswar Tirthankar of the Jainas and to procure Coins, &c. 
and on the 16ih I wrote a letter to my Master and dis« 
patched it to Madras, I also wxote a letter to Lieutenant 
Sim to KaracaL 

I left KumbJiakonam and went to Tri Bhuvanam and 
Madhi/arjunamv/ rote the particular accounts o{ those places 
together with the copies of eigiit Inscriptions on stone. I 
then wrote a letter to Lieutenant Sim to Pondicherry and 
on the 19th at noon I received a letter from Lieutenant Sim 
inclosing one from ray Master, ordering me to come di- 
rectly to Madras after receiving ten Pagodas from Mr. 
Thackeray on his account. 

20th.— Leaving Teruvadhura I p!t)ceeded to Maytrca'^ 
ram to the Collector, who already proceeded to Nagapat^ 
nam after having left the said ten Pagodas with his head 
terishtadar^ with directions to give them tome; -Assoon 
as I went to the Cutcbery, the SmsA^acfar delivered the ten 
Pagodas, after taking a receipt from me in the name of St. 
John Thackeray, Esq. 

SIst. — I arrived at Nagapatnam^ and shewed all the 
books, &c. \o Mr. Thackeray which I had procured in his 
District, according to his desire; I afterwards went to the 
Ueva/am visited the Slanikulu and asked them to give me 
the Bouddah Image for sixteen Pagodas, but they gave me 
a direct answer saying " That they will never sell the 
Image not even for thousands," when in the interim of 
acquainting the Collector with this circumstance, and of 
"Waiting for orders from my Master to purchase the Image, 
I requested the Head ^erishtadar to give strict orders to 
the Slanikulu not to melt or sell it without the Collector's 
permission, 

May 1st and 2nd 1817. — I halted at Nagapatnam io 
collect Coins at Nagar and Terumalraypainam and other 
places.

End also to my Master at Madras, went to the Collector

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jell the Image according to the bazar price ; having 
settled thus I took those people to the Collector's lionse. 
Mr. Thackeray sent for the Stow«A-i//2/ and asked '•Will 
Tou dispose of the Image at a fixed price," they said 
^'yes," on which the Collector told me, if I came in the 
morning he would give me the Image, next morning the 
other Stanikulu hearing of this, about forty or fifty of 
of them in number came io the Cutcherri^ to acquaint 
the Collector, that they had not agreed \o sell the Image: 
mean time I went and paid my respects to the Collector 
who sent for his head Serishtadar, Venkat Rao, and settled 
the price of the Image at twenty-five Star Pagodas, and 
took an agreement from me for that sum and delivered 
the Image into ray care. I immediately employed four 
Coolies to carry it io my house, I also wrote to my Mas- 
ter inclosed in Mr. Sim's letter and dispatched it to Pon» 
dicherry. 

19th. to 23d. — On the 19th I left Nagopatnam and ar- 
rived at Pondicherrj/ on the 23d and waited on Lieut. 
Sim shewing him the Image, and took his leave to go to 
Madras. 

24th. and 25th.— Tbence I arrived at Alampara and 
Tisited the old Fishwoman, who had promised io get 
Roman Gold Coins, although she had tried every morn- 
ing and evening she had not been successful, yet howe- 
ver she hopes to get some very soon, and promises to 
bring them to me to Madras. I then employed some 
Fishermen and tried till one o'CIock upon that height 
and procured one Roman Copper Coin, and some others ; 
I desired the Woman to endeavour to find some Roman 
Gold Coins and returned to my place. 

26th. and 27th.— I left Alampara on the 2()th and ar- 
rived at Madras on the 27tb. 

29th. — I waited on my Master and del ire reil the Image 
&c. to him. 

SOth. — From the SOth May io the 2d June, I was em- 
ployed in completing my Report from 24th December, 
1816, to the 27th May 1817, which was finished oa the 
Sd June. 
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
